“divided”, but more is being built. Every motorist heartily 
endorses the project to make all major highways “one-way” 
thoroughfares. The danger element is lessened and that is 
the paramount concern of everyone in automobiles. The 
chances of getting injured on the highway are 17 per cent 
greater now than six months ago, according to an insurance 
company. More power to the divided highway program. 


Times are getting back to normal. Service station at- 
tendants really give service. Hitchhikers are few and far 
between. Not more than a dozen servicemen were seen 
dlong the highway and half that many old-time “tramps” 
were plodding along.
